THE CAPTURE OF ALVARADO. 


At:<]Kliipman IlLtnlor'H IMctliml of Appro- 


priating Peiry's Laurels. 


Charles, G. Hunter, or "Alvarado" Ilun- 


ter, as, be was called in the navy, was one 
of the p issed midshipmen during the Mex- 
ican war, and had been fifteen years in the 
service befoi». J*a-iu*d <»n opportunity to 
s'imv tiic .stuff of which he w «, made. The 
opci ations of the naval squadron in the 
Gulf of Mexico, under the command of 
Commodore Matthew C. Perry, known as 
"Bulldog" Perry, extended from Tampico 
ou the north along the whole line of Mexi- 
can coast south, blockading, bombarding 
and capturing the several seaport towns. 


After the surrender of Vera Cruz it was 


reported to the gruff old commodore that 
munitions of war were running the block- 
ade up the river to Alvarado, a very im- 
portant fortified town held by the Mexi- 
cans. The commodore gave Passed Mid- 
shipman Hunter command of an army 
transport about as large as a common coal 
bartje, which was armed with two brass 
howitzers and manned by fifteen seamen. 
He was given strict orders to go down the 
coast and blockade the town of Alvarado 
and its harbor by night and day, and to 
continue to do so until the commodore ar- 
rived with his fleet to shell the place into 
submission. 


Away went Hunter, the first independ- 


ent command he had ever had. When he 
was off the harbor he began to shell the 
beach, then gradually approaching the 
town and finding no resistance com- 
menced to shell the 'place itself. To his 
great delight and still greater surprise, 
after four or five hours' shelling the Mexi- 
can flag was lowered, and a flag of truce 
announced the surrender of the town. 
Hunter immediately landed all of his force 
of flfteen men, leaving the steamer in 
charge of the engineers nnd firemen, and 
formally took possession jf the town and 
fortifications. 


In a few days Commodore Perry arrived 


with his grand fleet, prepared for a long 
siege, am: his mind inflated with the idea 
that the capture of the place would add 
greatly to his laurels. Soon, to his infinite 
disgust aud surprise, he saw the small 
steamer that was in his van signal to the 
flagship, on whose quarterdeck he stood in 
supreme command, "that the American 
flag was, now flying over the fortifications 
of Alvarado." Swelling with indignation 
the commodore sent a boat with orders for 
Hunter to repair immediately on board of 
the flagship and report tc him. 


Hunter obeyed the order at once, and all 


the officers of the vessel knowing Hunter 
well, and anxious to learn how the episode 
would end, crowded around the excited 
commodore.

the ship Perry forebore the usual courtesy 
of reiving him in his cabin, and ordered

gravitate into more peaceful moods 
and the suits die a natural death.

There la many a bouse where all summer 


long gaycty goes on, company arrive*, ex- 
cursious era planned and carried out, 
merrymakings are held, and every one is 
tired oat with pleasure, and it crosses no 
one's mind that there is some one else who 
is tired out, and that not with pleasure, 
but with work; not with excitement and 
variety, but with the perpetual nervous 
strain of routine and monotony. This per- 
son bos had none of the comfort or delight 
of fresh companionship that arriving guests 
have given to the rest of the household, 
ncue of the gay lightheartedness which 
comes with company for whom work and 
cares are put aside for the time being; she 
has joined none of the excursions of course; 
she has had none of the merriment of the 
merrymakings; her only share of the fes- 
tivity has been in the preparation of its 
viands and the clearing up of its debris.

The oyster beds in tho Chesapeake and
